RARE EARLY BOOKS AND ILLUMINATIONS. 


ROM about 1580 until 1640 a type 
of Persian carpet of unprecedented 
richness, beauty and fineness came from 
looms which were probably of Royal 
ownership and formed the subject of 
Royal gifts. Such were the carpet 

presented by the Shah to the Doge of Venice in 
1603, now in the Treasury, St. Mark’s, Venice, 
and the Coronation ”’ carpet in the Castle of 
Rosenborg, given to the King of Denmark 
in 1639. Their backgrounds are generally of 
gold or silver without pile; upon them is 
shown a floral and ornamental design in fine 
silk pile, of wonderful lustre and refined yet 
strong colours. Generally of moderate or small 
dimensions, the ‘‘ Polonais ”’ is an ideal object 
to collectors, especially in America, where 
examples belong to the John P. Rockefeller, 
Jun., the Gary, the Rotchfield and the Charles 
Deering collections. 

Doubtless there will be a keen struggle 
for possession when two carpets of this kind 
come up for auction at Messrs. Puttick and 
Simpson’s galleries on 
May 2nd. The first has 
for centre a conventional 
flower in shimmering 
gold, of eight pointed 
lobes with deep blue 
scroll forms and green 
outline. At top and 
bottom are half panels 
in shape of _ outline 
similar to those in the 
famous gold and silver 
carpet in the Salting 
Bequest in the Victoria 
and Albert Museum. 
Here they have dark 
blue and brown out- 
lines, the ground being 
bluish-grey, with beauti- 
ful palmettes, flowers, 
stems and_ lanceolate 
serrated leaves that in 
places come across a 
tlower. On the light . 
salmon pink ground 
are gracefully sweeping 
stems breaking into foli- 
age, florets and palmettes 
of various kinds. In the 
border are flowers and 
leaves and stems in rich 
pattern on a buff colour 
ground within an outer 
and inner narrow band 
with tiny florets. The 
play of light in this 
carpet is like moonlight 
on the waters—from 
one position there are 
beheld dark blues and 
crimson reds: a slight 
change of position and 
these are changed to 
light tints, lost almost 
in the glitter of gold. 
The carpet measures 
6ft. 11ins. by 4ft. 1oins. 

In the second carpet 
the central form of 
rich apricot tint is of 
diamond shape. In it 
are palmettes large and small in light colours, 
with foliage breaking in. At top and bottom 
are deep blue arabesque scrolis from which 
proceed graceful stems connecting the centre 
with half-palmettes on the longer edge of the 
borders. The ground of gold and silver is 
covered by a riot of flowers and foliage in 
brilliant colours when seen in some lights, 
in others these are subdued in rich harmony. 
The border is of salmon pink ground cut 
up by blue lines and scrolls and _ filled 
with shapes of formal flowers with panels of 
gold. It is enclosed by two narrow bands. 
‘The carpet measures 6ft. 8ins. by 4ft. 7ins. 
In the same sale will appear the second portion 
of the collection formed by the late Adolphe 
Shrager, and furniture, etc., from other sources. 
These will be commented on later. 

On the 14th inst. and the day following 
Messrs. Sotheby will dispose of books and 
manuscripts selected from various country 
house libraries, and from these sources a most 
interesting and important collection of books 
has been brought together. Among those from 
Newburgh Priory are ‘‘ The Story of the most 
noble and worthy Kynge Arthur ”’ (1557), of 
which only two perfect copies are known ; 
“The History of the Four Sons of Aymon’”’

(Wynkyn de Worde, 1504), the only copy known 
except a fragment of one leaf in Cambridge 
University Library, and the extremely rare “‘ The 
Fayttes of Armes and of Chyualrye,” translated 
by Caxton from Christine de Pisan (Caxton, 
1489). 

An anonymous source provides some books 
of great rarity, including the ‘‘ Complainte 
du. Nouveau Marie” (1490); Peter de Cas- 
troyal’s ‘‘ Tractatus super symbolum Athansii ” 
(circa 1495) ; Chronniques du Roy Charles VI,” 
by Jean Juvenal des Ursins, Archbishop of 
Rheims, 1498, with miniatures; and several 
others. 

From another anonymous source is a 
very fine French illuminated manuscript of 
the fifteenth century, the subject being the 
“ History of the Jews,” by Josephus. 

The book which will excite the most 
general attention as far as associations go is 
the ‘‘ Most pleasant and Excellent Comedy 
of Sir Iohn Falstaffe and the Merry Wives 
of Windsor. With the swaggering vaine of

by W. Shakespeare, second edition ”’ (1619). 
It is very rare in itself, but its interest lies in 
that it comes from Charlecote Park, the home 
of the Lucy family and the scene of Shake- 
speare’s poaching exploits. The park was thenin 
the ownership of Sir Thomas Lucy (1532-1600), 
who has been identified as Justice Shallow 
in the above play. 

From the books from Sherborne Castle 

we instance a fine copy of Coryat’s “‘ Crudities ”’ 
(1611) ; Hennepin’s ‘‘ New Discovery ”’ (1698) ; 
Lahontan, Voyages to America” (1703) ; 
while from an old country house library 
is the exceedingly precious publication, 
Captain John Smith’s ‘‘ New England’s Trials ” 
(1620); early works dealing with scientific, 
technical and medical subjects; collections 
of sixteenth century tracts and early plays ; 
and a fourteenth century manuscript of Rolle’s 
“Prick of Conscience,’ with others. Another 
notable item is the first folio Shakespeare, 
from Sir Hugo FitzHerbert, Bt. 
‘ At Messrs. Robinson and Fisher’s, on 
April 2nd, five Chippendale chairs with backs 
of interlaced design brought £51 (Watts), and a

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CARBURATION AND ENGINE PEAPORMANCE 


The following article should enlighten many owner-drivers on some little-understood aspects of carburation and fuel economy, 


for it deals with points that are frequently unknown or overlooked. 


The writer has assumed such knowledge on the 


part of his readers as the average non-technical owner-driver may be expected to have, embracing the construction of a 


QUITE inadequate appreciation 
seems to exist in the minds of many 
—and, indeed, most—motorists 
on the functioning and the import- 
ance of those processes embraced 
by the term ‘‘carburation.”” Every- 
body knows that if the jets of a car- 
burettor are choked an engine cannot 
work, and that if the jets are of incorrect 
size performance will suffer. Too large 
jets will mean extravagant fuel consump- 
tion. Too small jets will mean inade- 
quate power output’ Beyond this many 
car owners never attempt to go, but 
they are content to believe the carbura- 
tion of their engines is a duty that the 
carburettor performs and that nothing 
else enters into the matter to a degree of 
any consequence. An article in the issue 
dated March 22nd gave some information 
and hints on the subject of engine cooling, 
and, as a logical sequel, some notes on car- 
buration may prove helpful. The two 
things are closely connected, for proper 
carburation is impossible without proper 
cooling, and faulty carburation will upset 
the best-laid schemes for keeping an engine 
at a suitable working temperature. 

A perusal of the bulky literature 
existing on the matter, and, even more 
graphically, a tour of inspection in the 
experimental shops of a well conducted 
factory, will give the unmistakable impres- 
sion that the whole subject of carburation 
is a problem that designers are a long way 
from solving. True, engines may be made 
and fitted with carburettors and other 
carburating adjuncts that work and that 
give every satisfaction in ordinary use. 
But their satisfaction is generally attained 
by mere trial and error methods which 
demonstrate conclusively that, however 
accurately the designer may be able to 
determine his valve and ignition timings, 
and however easily he may determine 
the best ratios for his back axle and gear- 
box, he is by no means able to apply 
similarly accurate and scientific methods 
to his carburation problems. An inspira- 
tion suggests that a new design may give 
a desired result and the design is given a 
trial. If successful it is adopted, if a 
failure it is discarded in favour of another 
inspiration or of older and proved apparatus 
which has the golden asset of working, 
though how and why it should do so, 
when something else, apparently much 
more promising, should fail, remains an 
unsolved problem. With this uncertainty 
and, in a sense, this ignorance prevailing 
among experts, it is obvious that an article 
such as this will not pretend to enter into 
details that are both highly technical and 
controversial. A few elementary notes, 
avoiding mere theories, however important 
they may be, and clinging closely to the 
practical aspects of a matter that concerns 
intimately all car drivers, should, however, 
serve the dual and useful purpose of 
displaying some of the difficulties to be 
overcome and of showing the owner how 
he may improve the performance or fuel 
economy of his car or may judge the 
carburation features of a new car of which 
he fancies the purchase. 


carburettor and its mechanical working. 


WHAT IS CARBURATION ? 


We cannot say much about carburet- 
tors and the things attached to them, 
or to which they are attached, and to 
their working unless we understand exactly 
what they are for. Carburation, then, as 
applied to motor car engines, is the process 
of carburating air—that is, impregnat- 
ing the air with a hydro-carbon gas. 
If the gas tap be left open but unlighted 
in a closed room, the air in that room 
becomes carburated and, given an oppor- 
tunity or excuse, will explode; if a pipe 
conducting coal or any other hydro-carbon 
gas were pushed into a glass tube, the gas 
would emerge at the other end not as 
the pure hydro-carbon gas that it entered, 
but as this gas diluted with air—the air 
in the tube would have been carburated. 

The function of the carburettor in 
the ordinary internal combustion engine 
is to present to a swiftly travelling stream 
of air a spray of hydro-carbon fuel. 
Carried by the air, the spray passes into 
the induction passages en route for the 
cylinder of the engine, and in them it car- 
burates the air that has lifted it. It will 
be seen, therefore, that the carburettor 
is a spraying instrument rather than a 
carburating machine in the true sense. 
It would be absurd to quibble at the name 
carburettor and to cavil that, as it does 
not carburate, it is improperly named, 
though there might be some ground for 
the criticism. But some carburation 
undoubtedly takes place in the carburettor 
—in what is sometimes called the mixing 
chamber, i.e., the cylindrical portion 
between jet and engine attachment in 
which is fixed the throttle—though it is 
of supreme importance to realise that in 
any ordinary engine the induction pipe 
or passages are probably far more the 
carburating agents or places than is the 
carburettor so-called. The speed of the 
“mixture,” or of the air with its suspended 
spray of fuel, past the throttle in a modern 
engine of fairly high efficiency may, under 
quite ordinary hard-working conditions, 
exceed 150 m.p.h. At this speed the 
““gas’’ passes through, say, 3ins. of 
carburettor and seldom less than rft. of 
induction piping. It is obvious that any 
mixing or carburating that takes place 
has a much better opportunity in the 
induction pipe than in the carburettor. 


THE FUNCTION OF THE CARBURETTOR. 


Thus, the carburettor can _ barely 
hope to do much carburating. What it 
must do, however, is to present the fuel 
to the passing stream of air in the best 
possible state for subsequent thorough 
mixing or carburation. The ideal is that 
the fuel should be emitted from the jet as 
a gas, but it is an ideal impossible of prac- 
tical attainment, and if the fuel be emitted 
as fine spray the carburettor is doing its 
work as well as can be expected. Whether 
the carburation of the ingoing air is 
thorough, whether the engine has a high 
fuel efficiency or not, depends in the main 
on the subsequent treatment that the 
spray receives before it reaches the inlet 


valves. Given the slightest excuse or 
opportunity, the spray—which, as_ it 


approaches the engine, should tend to 
vaporise and then, having mixed with 
the air, to gasify into an explosive gaseous 
mixture with the air—will do the oppo- 
site, aid will condense or return to liquid 
form, in which state it, obviously, cannot 
carburate anything. When condensation 
or deposition takes place, only a small 
proportion of the fuel that leaves the jet 
reaches the engine, the rest falling back 
down the carburettor interior walls aud 
dripping away to waste. In order to get 
an adequate quantity of fuel into the 
cylinders to give the desired power, the 
owner must fit much larger jets than 
should be necessary, and his fuel bill will 
be extravagant for a double reason. In 
the first place, out of every gallon of fuel 
that he puts into his tank, only, say, three- 
quarters will reach the engine, and that 
three-quarters will reach it in a wet and 
improperly vaporised or gasified state, 
so that its burning is hopelessiy inefficient 
and extravagant. 


CARBURETTOR EFFICIENCY. 


With the provisos and within the 
limits set forth above, the carburating 
process begins in the carburettor—I am 
taking the same liberty in expression that 
allows this spraying instrument to be 
called a carburating instrument. There- 
fore, to ensure efficient carburation the 
carburettor must be efficient, and while 
it is true that the average owner-driver 
is not likely to master more of the science 
of carburettor tuning on any particular 
car than the maker of that car; yet, by 
understanding the principles involved, he, 
by their intelligent application, may very 
often improve the performance of his own 
car. The fact of the matter is that cars 
have individuality and that the manu- 
facturer, while knowing perfectly anil 
having determined the best carburettor an:! 
the best settings for his typical production, 
cannot be expected to know and to b:» 
able to determine the best settings fo-° 
any particular sample after it has been in 
private use for some time, and is, perhaps, 
being used under unusual condition; 
or is expected by its owner to shine ii 
some particular aspects of performanc: 
on which the maker lays but secondar_’ 
stress. 

Considering first the broad principle ; 
involved, the essential for the proper 
working of a carburettor is that at al 
engine speeds and under all conditiors 
of running there shall be passing 1 
jet an air stream of sufficient velocity t» 
gather unto itself, as it were, an adequat? 
supply of fuel to provide an efficiently 
exploding mixture. The ensuring of this 
velocity is the duty of the choke tube, 4 
bi-conical tube which, as its name suggests, 
chokes or restricts the air passing throug! 
the carburettor. The jet orifice is situated 
at the narrowest point of this tube so 
that when passing the jet the air stream 
is at its maximum velocity. Obviously, the 
size of this tube determines the speed of 
the air stream at any given engine speed

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and, therefore, engine suction. But as 
the suction exercised by the engine through 
the inlet valves and induction pipe on the 
choke tube varies with the engine speed, the 
diameter of the choke tube should be 
variable so that the negative pressure 
prevailing in it may be maintained con- 
stant as the engine speed changes. Variable 
choke carburettors are not unknown, but 
at present they are not used on standard 
cars, though there are indications that 
the next few years may see such improve- 
ments in their practical construction and 
application that they will become more 
popular than they have been in the past. 


VARIABLE CHOKES. 

The absence of a variable choke tube 
in the true sense is compensated for in 
one of two ways. Either the jets of the 
carburettor are so arranged that the 
amount of fuel passing through them 
varies in relationship to the varying 
quantity of air, this in turn varying with 
the engine speed, or the main air intake 
orifice is regulated by a suction valve 
so that the effect of a variable choke tube 
is practically secured. Modification | of 
the quantity of fuel passing through the 
jets may be obtained by a compensating 
device as on the Zenith carburettor, in 
which three jets supply the fuel to be 
sprayed, two of them at the spraying 
orifice and another, known as the com- 
pensating jet, open to the atmosphere 
and so only partially subject to the effect 
of engine suction, supplying fuel to one of 
the two spraying orifices. The other 
spraying orifice, known as the main jet, 
takes its fuel direct from the float chamber 
and the quantity that it passes varies 
directly with the engine speed. Thus it 
will be seen that the common description 
of this compensating jet as a pilot or slow 
running jet is a mistake, for it is working 
all the time the engine is running, though 


The principle of the S.U. carburettor 
shows how the output of the jet is 
controlled by a needle which is raised 
by the action of a piston subject to 
engine suction. As the space through 
which air can pass (indicated by arrows 
in the detail diagrams) increases, the 
jet orifice is also enlarged. For the 
sake of clearness the taper of the 
needle is very much exaggerated. 


it is a fact that the main jet does not 
begin to spray until the engine speed has 
attained a certain point, generally that 
due to about one-fifth of throttle opening. 
On other fixed jet carburettors there are 
several jets called into operation pro- 
gressively as the throttle is opened. On 
carburettors of the S.U., or what. may be 
loosely, if inaccurately, termed the variable 
choke type, regulation of the amount of 
fuel passing through the jet is secured by 
a needle which dips into the jet and is 
opened automatically as the throttle is 
opened. On the S.U. this needle is 
actuated directly by the suction of the 
engine, but there are instruments in which 
it is coupled to the-throttle and is with- 
drawn by the opening of the throttle so that 
its movement is independent of the actual 
suction of the engine. 
“TUNING” A CARBURETTOR. 


This very simple and outline sketch 
of the working of a carburettor should 


- with it within limits. 
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serve to expose a very widely held fallacy 
—that the instrument can be “ tuned ”’ or 
adjusted to give the best results by mere 
changing of its jets. The choke tube is 
of even greater importance. To ensure the 
maximum possible velocity of the air 
stream passing through it, it should be 
as small as it can be without exercising 
any undesired restrictive influence on 
the amount of air that it allows to pass. 
With jets to suit, the larger the choke 
tube the greater the maximum power 
output of the engine, but the smaller the 
choke tube the better the flexibility and 
acceleration. An engine with too large 
a choke tube has no flexibility ; it is a case 
of “all out or nothing.’”’ An engine with 
too small a choke will give remarkable 
slow running and very good acceleration 
up to a point much below the maximum 
speed of which the car ought to be 
capable and which it will be impossible 
to exceed. Once the correct choke for 
all-round use has been determined, the 
jets should be selected of as small a size 
as will give the desired power and 
capacity for slow running. Jets that 
are too large will mean extravagance ; 
jets that are too small will prevent 
reasonable throttle opening and will re- 
quire the engine to be run for a very 
long time to get warm before it can be 
given any load at all, while the engine will 
be permanently incapable of giving what 
should be its normal maximum power. 

It follows that, for ease of adjustment 
and tuning, the carburettor with a variable 
jet is a much simpler proposition than one 
of which the jet sizes can only be altered 
by complete changing of the jets. Car- 
burettors like the Cox Atmos, S.U. and 
Capac can, if originally selected of proper 
size for the engines to which they are to 
be fitted, be tuned by the unskilled amateur 
to a degree of nicety that he can barely 
hope for with the other type. But they 
have their disadvantages in that for some 
reason they seem unable to compare with 
the fixed jet variety in their slow running 
capacity. And really good slow running 
of a ‘‘ free’’ engine is a factor of con- 
siderable importance to the average owner- 
driver, for, especially if much of his driving 
be in traffic, a high engine speed when 
“idle ’’ has very undesirable effects on the 
fuel bills. 

SLOW RUNNING. 

Most of the fixed choke and fixed 
jet carburettors have what is, in effect, an 
entirely separate choke and jet for very 
slow running. There are practically two 
carburettors, the smaller one for slow run- 
ning having its choke orifice in the main 
barrel or mixing chamber of the instru- 
ment at the point where the throttle 
valve rests in its closed position.” At low 
engine speeds the whole suction of the 
engine is thus concentrated on a point 
from which it is deflected down the slow 
running choke tube to the slow running 
jet, and the adjustment of such a car- 
burettor for slow running is entirely a 
matter of attention to the slow running 
section, the main jet—and, in the Zenith, 
the compensator—having nothing to do 
Thus in the Zenith 
the compensating jet must be large enough 
to supply the requisite fuel to the slow 
running jet, but above this point its size is 
immaterial 

HEAT—ITS IMPORTANCE. 

When evaporated, as at the jet orifice, 
petrol extracts heat from all the objects with 
which it comes in contact. Although the 
water in the cylinder blocks may be boiling, 
the induction pipe, if long and unheated, and 
the carburettor attached to it, may often 
be seen covered with a layer of snow. 
What more effective method could be 
conceived of securing that condensation 
which is such a nuisance and needs to be 
so carefully avoided? On old-fashioned 
cars, built for the days when petrol was a 
really volatile fuel, the evil was unrecog- 
nised and induction pipes of great length 
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with no provision for heating were tie 
regular rule. To-day there are few ca‘s 
in which provision is not made to overcor e¢ 
this trouble, and, indeed, not so long a; o 
many designers, in their anxiety to preve..t 
condensation of ever deteriorating fu:l, 
went to the other extreme and provided

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the carburettor mounting flange is cold 
to the touch when the engine is warm, 
need have no hesitation in deciding that 
the application of heat will effect a real 
improvement in the performance and in 
the fuel consumption of the engine. The 
simplest method of applying this heat, 
which also happens to be about the least 
efficient, is by means of a hot air muff— 
an open-ended pipe is placed round the 
exhaust pipe at some convenient point 
but as close to the manifold as possible, 
and from this muff a pipe is brought to 
the main air intake of the carburettor. 
This pipe should be as large as it can be 
conveniently made, provided it makes a 
tight fit with the air intake. This method 
of applying heat relies, of course, on the 
fact that all air passing to the carburettor 
has passed over the exhaust manifold 
and is, or should be, warmed in the process. 
The previous indication of the probable 
or possible speed of this air should, how- 
ever, prove that it has not time to get 
really hot, and the best that can be said 
of the arrangement is that it is better 
than nothing at all. . 

The most effective method is the 
jacketing of the exposed portion of the 
induction pipe in a shaped metal box 
into which is passed the hot gas direct 
from the exhaust. An outlet must, of 
course, also be provided, and this should 
lead back into the exhaust pipe or may 
be led downwards below the crankcase 
level, so that it acts as a sort of exhaust 
cut-out. It will make no practical differ- 
ence to the exhaust noise of the engine, 
because before reaching the outlet the 
gases will have become quite cold, and it 
is the sudden expansion of a hot gas 
that causes noise. On some of the best 
modern cars, and also some of the lowest 
priced, this method of heating the ingoing 
charge is employed with very clever 
designing and entirely excellent results. In 
some cases exhaust and inlet manifolds are 
cast together, but there is the disadvantage 
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usually attached to this practice that 
the interior of the pipes cannot be 
smoothed off, and so deposition is encour- 
aged in the induction pipe. Any roughness 
here is most undesirable—hence the chief 
objection to the practice of bolting the 
carburettor direct to the cylinder blocks, 
so that the induction passages are con- 
tained in the cylinder casting and cannot 
be assured ofa smoothinterior. A brilliant 
example of induction pipe design is to 
be seen on the 20 h.p. Rolls-Royce, for 
this appears to combine the advantages of 
all heating systems with the drawbacks 
of none. The induction pipe first passes 
straight through the cylinder block—and as 
it is straight it can be machined and 
smoothed inside—and on emerging at the 
other side is encased in the exhaust manifold 
at the branch from which are taken the 
leads to each cylinder, these leads them- 
selves being exposed to the air and so 
ensuring absence of rarefaction, which is 
apt to ensue and cause loss of power if 
the heating of the mixture be carried 
too far. 

Water jacketing of the induction pipe 
is extensively favoured and may be applied 
to an existing pipe almost as easily as 
exhaust jacketing, but it is not quite so 
efficient unless the engine normally runs 
very hot, though it scores in that it does 
not tend to become choked as does an 
exhaust jacket. Naturally, the casting 
of an induction pipe inside a cylinder 
block is a form of hot water jacketing, 
and a very efficient form too, but for the 
trouble involved of roughness of the pipe 
already mentioned. It is, however, 
obviously a method that cannot be applied 
to an existing engine of which the pipe 
is exposed and requires heating. 


THE SHAPE OF INDUCTION PIPES. 


Next to the provision of heat, and, 
perhaps, even before it in influencing per- 
formance, comes the shape of the induction 
pipe. Sharp bends or rough corners are 
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the most potent obstacles to carburation 


efficiency possible, and a good power 


output with a reasonable fuel consumption 
is impossible on an engine so marred.

Such a change will in itself mean 
improved power output, while, if accom- 
panied by some heating provision, it will 
mean also improved fuel consumption. 
It is a fact of supreme importance 
_ that a rapidly travelling gas assumes many 
of the properties of a solid, requiring 
considerable energy to bend it. If, there- 
fore, it be bent forcibly by the curves of 
the pipe through which it passes, it loses 
considerably in velocity, the evil conse- 
quences of which should be apparent 
from what has already been said above 
on the function of gas velocity in the 
induction pipe and carburettor. There is 
also the further consideration of what is 
called turbulence of the charge in the 
combustion chamber. But turbulence and 
the bending of hot gases would demand

British productions have long led the world, 
and that they are likely to do so in the 
future is strongly suggested by the cata- 
logues of some motor cycle makers recently 
sent to us and describing machines that 
are as reliable and serviceable as any four- 
wheelers.

A Good Electric Horn. 


OW that practically all cars are. 
fitted with electric horns as part 


of their standard equipment, private 
motorists are seldom called upon to select 
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such an instrument for themselves, and, 
consequently, when such a need arises, 
find themselves in something of a quandary. 
Either they do not know what kind to 
get, or they simply take the first or the 
lowest priced that is offered and are content 
to be satisfied with or to grumble at their 
choice. But a _ good electric horn is 
a really useful item of equipment, and its 
value is increasing every day with the 
continual increase in traffic on both town 
and country roads and with the apparent 
concomitant decrease in the road sense 
of every driver except oneself. There is 
as much room for care and discrimination 
in the choice of a horn as there is in any 
other item of equipment, and it is as true 
of horns as of other motoring things that 
the cheapest to buy is not necessarily 
the cheapest in the long run. 

Electric horns are of two types—the 
buzzer and the motor. The first works 
on a modification of the electric bell 
principle ; the second contains a motor, 
the spindle of which rotates against a 
diaphragm. The first uses least current, 
the second makes most noise and is the 
kind to be favoured for all cars that have 
electric batteries of adequate size. In 
practice, the motor horn is the kind for 
all cars except those of which the cost has 
been pared down by skimping of the 
electric equipment. We have just seen 
and tried one of the best motor horns that 
has ever come to our notice. With a voltage 
of six and a current consumption of four 
amps., this Graham Sparton motor horn 
has the most effective road-clearing note 
it is possible to conceive, in which it is 
rather remarkable among 6-volt horns of 
any type. It is, of course, also available 
in 12-volt form, when its current con- 
sumption is only 2 amps., and we can 
certify, with long experience with a 
12-volt model as our qualification, that 
the horn is most durable and gives 
no trouble in service. It is reliable, 
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and very easily oiled and adjusted fr 
tone.

PREVALENCE OF 


HE big couturiérves have quite firmly consolidated the 
position of demure frocks. With a sublime disregard of 
the waistline—other than some very faint indication very 
low down—and skirts that are not, as was early pre- 
dicted, in any way outrageously short, they are quietly 
and persistently following the policy of simple straight line. 
Relying on materials for variety, together with clever touches of 
vivid colour, many fine tucks and pleats, detachable capes, and 
sleeves—well, sleeves, apparently, may be short, or just non- 
existent, or quite long and tight or long and fanciful. 

Then the batteau décolletage is rapidly becom- 
ing conspicuous by its absence, the place of that 
too ubiquitous line now being usurped by a 
square or round or long cross-over V ;_ though, 
perhaps, most intriguing of all is the penchant 
for the small round Eton type of collar, shaped 
to fit the base of the throat, which is exploited 
in the same material as the dress or coat, or 
else made of some startling contrast, as was the 
case in a fine dark blue rep, one of the many 
demure little street frocks, that had three flat 
pleats arranged either side, back and front, and 
was completed by an Eton collar, and cravat 
of checked grey black and China blue silk. 

In sheer white linen, with cuffs to match, 
this collar lends a very fresh and crisp appearance 
to a sombre frock of blue or brown; while on 
a plain, severe little overblouse of ivory crépe de 
Chine it is frequently effected in ivory net covered 
with the tiniest gathered frills of real Valenciennes 
lace. 

Throughout the dress of the moment, how- 
ever, it is this assumption of simplicity, wrought 
under the most extravagant auspices, that repre- 
sents the trump card of our leading arbiters. 
By extravagance, I mean good materials, rich 
trimmings and hand embroideries, the latter 
very discreetly and artistically applied, which 
serves to enhance their value, a daily increasing 
love of sumptuous costly linings, and soon; added 
to which there is cut and the knowledge when 
and how to introduce a panel, scarf, sash or 
cape, details that impart a relieving swirl to a 
slim silhouette, that amounts to a fine art. 

These accessories are never laboured over ; 
they just jump to the eye of the skilled dress 
artist, who feels the possibilities and the import- 
ance of clothes to-day as never before—not only 
from the merely fashionable but also the pic- 
turesque point of view. 

Looking back over periods when a similar 
slimness reigned, such as the Directoire, is to 
recall skirts daringly slashed up to the knees, 
and bodices tight enough to cause exquisite 
agony ; the like distortions occurring in a different 
way during the Louis Seize and First Empire 
periods. The modern temperament is all against 
the necessity of suffering to be beautiful; and, 
realising this, the couturiéves have gone further 
back for their inspirations—to the early Greek, 
renowned for its free, easy, graceful, flowing 
line, which is adapted to latter-day require- 
ments. 

At a recent dress display of great importance 
I was much impressed by this freedom of line, 
and also by the number of brown gowns and 
suits, particularly in such novel tones as henna, 
cayenne pepper, and a curious dark reddish hue 
like uncooked coffee; while among the paler 


and that wonderful Egypt pink that has been 
likened to the skin of a decayed banana. 
A lovely filmy lace frock of chestnut hue 
was hooped with bands of chestnut satin ribbon 
and mounted over a foundation of reversible 
satin, arranged in alternate horizontal stripes, 
a short cape of the lace floating away at the 
back. 

This reversible satin, one of the season’s 
successes, is quite extraordinarily attractive, 
dull on one side and very shiny on the other, 
and much play is being made with it in the 
guise of stripes, hems and bands. It is, further- 
more, noteworthy as representing one of the 
first silks to get away from that dull “‘ mat ”’ 
appearance; another sign being the renewed 
favour accorded satin beauté, and also a fabric 
known as crépe Olga, which is decidedly bright. 

Of black satin beauté is the seductive little 
afternoon gown pictured—so thoroughly charac 
teristic of what is being worn, with its narrow
